WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Pregie

Discagntinuance of the work of the 
suffra wuréau of thé national or- 
ganization was announced today, the 
reason being that the suffrage move- 
ment was considered to have won, 
and that suffrage, unlike prohibition, 
will enforce itself. The union will 
continue to give its attention to wom- 
en's work in politics, it was stated. 

Training School Planned. 

Plans for a training school for W. 
workers, in Evanston, ‘Ill., 
and for an Americanization estab- 
lishment in New York, were an- 
nounced. 

Miss Cora F. Stoddard, director of 
the Bureau of Scientific Temperance 
Investigation, *made a speech in the 
course of which she said: 

“We must go after the women as 
well as the men. When I was in 
Vermont this summer I was_ sur- 
prised at the number of women who 
are making wine and other intoxi- 
cants out of elderberries, danlelion, 
cherries and other fruits and plants. 
We must keep up our campaign 
against beer and wine as well as 
against whisky. A gread deal of 
froth has been whipped mp by the 
breweries, but there is residuum 
of solid belief that beer is not harm- 
ful. We must teach the fundamental 
truth that fermented liquor contains 
the same kind of alcohol as dis- 
tiled liquor. God has sent’ us 
scientific men to meet all anti-pro- 
hibition arguments.”

HAYS, Kan., Nov, 
scns were killed and 
injured when a tank of gasoline ex- 
Ploded at a filling station here to- 
day. Seven buildings and the Far- 
mers’ Elevator caught fire and burn- 
ed, but the fire was soon gotten un- 
der control with the aid of firemen 
from nearby towns. 

The fire at the oil station was 
caused by the backfiring of a motor 
car,according to the most authentic | 
information obtainable. In a few) 
minutes the fire was raging around ' 
the storage tanks. With a terrific 
rear a large gasoline container ex- 
ploded. The tank,.10 feet in diam- 
eter and 16 feet long. soared into the 
air and traveled two blocks north | 
where it fell on a house. 

A kerosene tank which stood with- 
in a few feet of the gasoline con- 
tainer, exploded almost at the same 
time. It was thrown more than a 
hundred feet from its base. 

After the explosions five persons | 
who had been standing nearby, were | 
found dead, and 25 others burned or 
injured.

200.000 Gallons Are Stored in Old)

United States gaugers today began |

McCaskill, a wholesale liquor | 
dealer of St. Louls, who has rented 
space in the warehouse to other 
dealers. It was said today 
the whisky had been brought in be- 
fore July from Indiana, Kentucky, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Illinois be- 
cause St. Louis was regarded as a. 
convenient central point from which 
to distribute it on the lifting of the 
ban.

Speaker Declares Author of 
Measure Distorts Facts— 


Suggests Purchase of 
Roads by Workers. 


The chief fault of the Plumb plan 
for the operation of the railroads 
after the period of Government con- 
trol is that it binds the Government 
to guarantee fixed charges and oper- 
ating expenses, while placing in the 
hands of the employes decision of 
what 70 per cent of those operating 
charges shall be, their own wages 
forming that proportion of the run- 
ning cost, according to Samuel O. 
Dunn of Chicago, editor of the Rail- 
way Age, who appeared before the 
City Club today to answer statements 
made to the club last week by the 
author of the Plumb plan, Glenn E. 
Plumb. 

“Plumb. said here,” Dunn de- 
Clared, ‘‘that ‘any railroad which 
permitted its trustees to expend trust 
funds for their own benefit will cor- 
rupt any man in time.’ The Plumb 
plan proposes that the railroad em- 
ployes shall be trustees for the pub-

‘Plumb asks favor for his plan as 
establishing industrial democracy. 
True industrial democracy would in- 
volve the purchase of the railroads 
by the employes with their own 
money and not with other people’s 
money. If the employes of the rail- 
roads would have one-fifth of their 
annual wage and buy railroad stock 
with their savings and with the divi- 
dends accruing, they would tn five 
years be in possession of 51 per cent 
of ail the railroad stock in the United 
States and would control the roads. 
In ine years they could become ab- 
solute owners of all the stock. It 
would be safe to entrust operation of 
the roads to them if they had ac- 


‘quired the power over operation in 


that fashion.” 


“The largest item of railroad ex- 


penses is wages,”” Dunn continued. 
“The Plumb plan declares that wuges 
shall be determined by a board, one- 
half comprised of classified employes 
and one-half of ‘official’ employes. 
Bear in mind that the Government 
will own tahe roads and the ‘officials’ 
will be working for wages and are 
just as much employes as are the 
classified employes. Hence, we ahev 
a board of employes pasing on wha: 
they shall pay themselves. 
Public Would Suffer.

COMPEL OR ABOLISH MILITARY TRAINING. 

Though opposed to compulsory military training, 
Col. John H. Parker, in his talk to the National 
Council of Women, recognized the value of training. 
He proposed a year of instruction, part military and 
part vocational, for young men after graduation. 
The course, he thinks, should be elective. 

But if optional how many young men would elect 
it? Any answer is, of course, conjectural. It is a 
fair presumption, however, that the young men in 
most urgent moral need of such training—young 
men with little, if any, conviction as to their obliga- 
tions to the Government—would not enroll. The 
rigor of such a course, too, would likely repel young 
men below par physically, and, therefore, with little 
stomach for discipline. But the physically fit and, 
for the most part, with well defined notions as to 
what they owe the Government, would be sure to take 
this work. The whole history of raising volunteer 
armies warrants those deductions. The volunteer 
system, though beautiful in rhetoric, permits the 
slacker to shirk in actual practice. 

As the Post-Dispatch sees it, the question of mill- 
tary training is not one of compulsion or option. The 
question, rather, is whether we should or should not 
have military training. If we are sure we shall 
never have another war, then perhaps such training 
may be abolished. But ff the possibility of another 
war exists, then onr recent experience urges com- 
pulsory universal military training, and does it in 
solemn and tragic accents. 

That the lesson of our terrible experience has not 
been learned is deplorably true. An instance tn point 
is the question asked by Senator Kirby of Arkansas 


the other day in objection to Gen. Pershing’s plan| 


for six months of training. The Senator wanted to 
know why such a period of training was necessary 
when with three months’ training we had created an 
army that was more than a match for the crack 
ft oops of Germany. The answer is that we didn’t do 
any such thing. Besides the training in our camps 
at home our soldiers who were rushed to France were 
given additional instruction there under teachers 
extraordinarily competent and direct from the red 
achool of war. Yet the military education of our 
troops was still incomplete.

Legumes Make Hearty and Nourishing Dishes; Can Be Occa- 
sionally Substituted for Meat; Some Tested Recipes for 
Use of Beans. in Diet. 


EANS, though higher in price 
B than they were several years 
_ ago, are still among the cheaper 
foods that can be bought today. They 
are one of the cheapest sources of 
protein and may be used to help sup- 
ply this valuable food constituent in 


ists. | They are known chiefly as a 
meat substitute dish. A cup of baked 
beans, in which a third of a cup of 
dried beans are used, furnishes as 
much protein as a quarter of a pound 
of sirloin steak. Obviously, the third 
of a cup of dried beans is much the 
cheaper to purchase. A pound of 


refuse in the form of skinf#bone and 
gristle, while a pound of beans has 
practically no refuse. From 
standpoint, therefore, as well as the 
difference in price, the housewife 
who finds her food allowance grow- 
ing low will do well to use beans 
often in place of meat. 

‘The cheaper legumes, beans, peas, 
etc., should not be depended upon as 
the sole source of protein for a great 
length of time. Milk, cheesg, eggs 
or meat should furnish some of the 


protein in a week's dietary. 


There is little difference in food 
value_ among the many common va- 
rieties of beans, with the exception 
of the soy bean, which is richer in 
protein and in fat than the ordinary 
beans. All legumes should be thor- 
oughly cooked. Long cooking at 
moderate heat is best. 
Baked Beans. 

A favorite and standard recipe for 
baking beans its the following: Soak 
the beans overnight, then rinse and 
boil them until the skins crack when 
blown upon, but the beans are not 
quite soft. Use one-half pound of 
salt pork to one quart of beans. Cut 
the pork nearly through the rind and 
add before boiling the beans. After 
bolling; pour into the ‘bean pot, in- 
sert the pork, the cut rind being level 
with the top of the beans. Add a pint 
of the water used for boiling, having 


molasses. The water should 
about to the surface of the contents. 
Bake six or eight hours, adding more 
water when needed to prevent the 
top drying or burning. Beans, when 
done, should ‘be thoroughly softened, 
but not mushy, and should retain 
their shape.
